OW MANY adults carry with them feel- 

ings and emotions that they should 

have long ago outgrown! They can- 
not forget the darkness of other days, so they 
darken the present by remembering it. 

Childishness is not an age but an attitude. 
Adults can be childish as well as children, and 
their childishness causes them to have problems 
just as it causes children to have problems. It 
is not improbable that ninety-nine per cent of our 
problems are the result of childish attitudes and 
actions. 

What is the most important thing a little child 
does to overcome childish traits? He grows! He 
grows mentally, he grows physically, he grows 
emotionally, he grows spiritually. We rejoice 
in his growth. What is the comment we make 
most when we see little children? “How you have 
grown!” 

In teaching and working with little children 
we try to help them overcome self-centeredness, 
we try to teach them to be loving, we try to teach 
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them to call forth their God-given abilities. We 
try to help them love and enjoy all the good and 
beautiful things in life. 

But we sometimes overlook a child that surely 
needs our help. This is the child in us—the child 
in us that still gets his feelings hurt, the child 
that is still unreasoning in his demands, the child 
that still feels neglected, the child that still wants 
undue attention. We overlook the child in us that 
says, “Help me, guide me, teach me!” 

Every time we have a childish reaction, an 
angry or unreasonable reaction to some situation, 
if we are wise we hear the self of us that is still 
growing saying to us, “I need help.” 

The child in us may be afraid of others, of 
life, of anything new or strange. Let us help 
this child in us to grow up by saying to him: 
“There is nothing to fear. You were once a child 
of darkness, but now you are light in the Lord. 
Walk as a child of light.” 

The child in us may belittle his efforts, he may 
feel like a failure. Let us teach him the truth 
that there are no failures in God’s sight. Let us 
remind him that he has the power of God mighty 
within him, that he has God’s own Spirit in him. 

The child in us may demand his own way re- 
gardless, he may kick and scream, either literally or 
figuratively, until he gets his own way. Let us 
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help this child of darkness to become a child of 
light. Let us say to him, “You are a child of light. 
You are loving and nonresistant. You are will- 
ing to co-operate, you are willing to understand 
the needs and rights of others.” 

The child in us may say, “No one loves me. 
I am not so smart, so clever, so attractive as 
others. I do not ever do anything to please any- 
one.” Let us not listen to this child. Rather, let 
us make him listen to us. Let us remind him that 
he is a beloved child of God, that he has the 
power and ability to do all things well. Let us 
pour out love and patience and understanding 
upon this child, let us help him grow into the 
Christ perfection. Let us help him become a child 
of light. 

“When I was a child, I spake as a child, I 
felt as a child: now that I am become a man, I 
have put away childish things.” So we will help 
the child in us to grow up, we will “put away 
childish things.”
